The Manufacturing industry includes material and product 
producers and the industries that support them. 
Manufacturing represents 12.7 percent of total private 
sector employment in Missouri, employing 306,709 
workers across 10,341 establishments in 2022. 


Location quotient (LQ) compares the regional share of an 
industry to the national share. LQs that are higher than the 
national average of 1.0 indicate a higher employment 
concentration within a region. Missouri has higher 
employment concentrations in Leather and Allied Product 
Manufacturing with an LQ of 2.08, Electrical Equipment, 
Appliance, and Component Manufacturing with an LQ of 
1.48, Transportation Equipment Manufacturing with an LQ 
of 1.44, and Printing and Related Support Activities with an 
LQ of 1.42. 


Employment grew an average of 1.2 percent per year from 
2017 to 2022, adding a total of 17,771 jobs. The industries 
with the greatest employment growth include Computer 
and Electronic Product Manufacturing; Machinery 
Manufacturing; Chemical Manufacturing; and Food 
Manufacturing.

The average annual private wage in Manufacturing in 2022 was $70,322. This was $10,163 more than the 
state’s average annual private wage of $60,159. The highest average annual wages within this industry were 
in Architectural, Engineering, and Related Services; Transportation Equipment Manufacturing; Computer 
and Electronic Product Manufacturing; and Petroleum and Coal Products Manufacturing. 


Seventeen Manufacturing industries had net employment gains from 2017 to 2022. Computer and Electronic 
Product Manufacturing had the largest gain in employment, adding 2,837 jobs, and grew at a rate of 27.3 
percent since 2017. Transportation Equipment Manufacturing is the largest industry, employing 46,291 
workers in 2022.
